and lairs of birds and Leasts. • 


Hut a smooth stone could strike a 


Iiarder blow and not feel the hurt. 
Sharp flints and bone would last long- 
er than finger nails and teeth and a 
twisted 
bough made into a club 


would reach farther and strike harder 
than the simple arm or fist, and these 
brought better foods, skins of animals 
for covering, and safety on the 
grounnd. 


The metal tool proves knowledge of 


fire and its mastery, the first and 
greatest of inventions, and from the 
metal cutting edge, but by nliar slow 
process no man now can know; then 
slowly grew the marvelous equipment 
of tool and machine which man uses 
today. • 


But all' of 
them, railway and 


steamboat, telegraph and trapham- 
mer, saw mill and harvester factory, 
all are but the longer arm, the hard- 
er Cst. the sharper and rcure endur- 
ing nail and tooth of the man or men 
who use them. 


They are useless without the man 


with whose life they have grown, and 
for whose life they furnish substance 
rcore abundantly. 
•And with the growth of the machine

civilization.

for his liand tits the tools just as the- 
tools fit!> h!s harid-5. 


Today, civilization depends not ui>- 


oti the tools with tiie one man han- 
dles, for thetools has beendehamllrd. 
It is fastened to shaftlnr, pullejsand 
belts, it is the tool of society, corn- 
pies and manifold, it requires an 
army to use It and its operation is a 
social process, Its product is the lite 
>lood of a nation: its use require the 
.teady heart beat of a continent of, 
lumanity. 


For one man to control this tool of 


society—the maehim^for one man to 
start and .slop it at his own free will, 
to allow One man to say to a nation at 
work "Iland* ofl that tool," fa like 
giving to a parasitic insect power to 
stop the heart beat of the man on 
wlwtn It crawls.
